The news is proof, on the one 
hand, that Ministers are consolidating 
their position ‘and, on the other, that the

themselves. The attack on the offices of 
the ‘Clonmel Nationalist was a flagrant 
‘defiance of authority. Yesterday a quiet | 
and respected farmer was murdered in the 
Dundrum district, and British officers were 
assaulted at the meet of the Tipperary Fox- 
hounds. Even in Dublin life and property 
have ceased to be secure, A policeman 
was wounded yesterday ; an official of the 
County. Council was róbbed of a large 
sum ; and a daring gang is engaged in the 
methodical theft, of motor cars. 

For its own sake and for the country’s 
sake the Provisional Government must act 
resolutely and without delay. In the first 
place, it owes protection to the citizens of 
all classes and creeds. The maintenance of 
law is a natural and imperative function of 
civil government. No pressure of other busi- 
ness can be a valid excuse for its neglect. 
We feel bound to tell Mr. Collins and his 
colleagues that, unless the present dis- 
orders are suppressed,- the Southern 
minority—and not they alone—will watch 
the departure of the British forces with 
grave uneasiness. In the next place, the 
Provisional Government must govern if it 
wishes to survive.. It is on its trial to-day in 


Í a measure to which we almost might apply 


that much-abused word “unigue.” Two 
sets of people are watching it for signs of 
weakness or carelessness as a cat watches 
a mouse. There are the ordinary enemies 
of -society—breakers of the law through 
greed or through the Ist of violence. 
They are numerous in Ireland to-day; for 
the conditions of the Jast two years have 
been highly favourable to their develop- 
ment. If this criminal class is allowed to 
believe that it can continue to work with 
comparative safety, it will soon become a 
real danger to the State. Then there are 
the Provisional Government's political 
enemies. They are thirsting to overthrow 
it, and its failure to keep public order 
would play directly into their hands. If 
it should begin: to lose the country's con” 
fidence and respect, half their battle would 
be won. On the other hand, if the Govern- 
mént is prompt to accept every challenge, 
and deals firmly with disorder from the 
very outset, its task will become easier 
from day to day; for it will enlist from 
day to day an increasing body of sympathy 
and support. 

We do not ignore the Provisional Govern- 
ment’s immediate difficulties. The Royal 
Irish Constabulary, as the world. knew 
and_honoured it, is about to disappear. 
The State’s Defence Force has not 
yet come into é¥istence. 
Police has given frequent proof of intelli- 
gence and efficiency, but, so far as we 
know, is not yet enrolled on anything like 
a national scale. For the moment the 
relations between the Provisional Govern- 
ment and the Irish Republican Army seem 
to be undefined. It will be no light task 
to contrive from all this ample, but largely 
unorganised, material a strong and well- 
skilled army of keepers of the public | 
peace. Nevertheless, the feat must be 
accomplished, and that quickly, if the 
Irish Free State is to be established on 
solid foundations and if the country is to 
enjoy security and to hope for progress. 
To-day Mr. de Valera announces that his 
party will contest the coming elections on 
the extreme Republican programme, and 
that all its candidates will be pledged’ 
against any oath of fidelity or allegiance 
o “the British King.” Here is a clear- 
cut and vital issue—Imperial Free State 
versus Independent Republic, peace and 
prosperity versus the costly and pro- 
longed miseries of civil strife. I$ is enor- 
mously important that the issue shall be 
decided under conditions which will 
guarantee to the electors entire freedom 
of thought and action. The existence of 
such conditions a month or three months 
hence will depend on the Provisional 
Government. If it discharges its figst 
responsibility to the Irish people, we shall 
have few fears for the result.

Railway Rates. 


A deputation from the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce made strong representations 
yesterday to the railway managers in re- 
gard to rates on the Irish lines. Mr. 
‘Leonard reminded the managers that the 
rates were increased in September of last 
year by 150 per cent. That increase, he 
said, should have been enough to cover 
the deficit up to August of last year ;. 
and there was no further excuse for the 
maintenance of a ruinous scale of charges. 
Mr. John Good asserted that, by the 
operation of the sliding scale and recent 
* suts’’ in wages, the companies had saved 
some £1,450,000 per annum, while they 
had saved an additional sum of over 
£1,000,000 in material. Obviously, there- 
fore, the time for a reduction in rates 
had arrived. .Mr. Neale, for the com- 
panies, said that wages were the cause 
if all the tronble. Even after the “cuts”’ 
some men still were petting three times 
as much money as they used to get before 
the war, and the companies were having 
a struggle to pay their way. We do not 
know the condition of the railways’ bank 
balances, but we do know that the exor- 
bitant rates are doing serious harm to} 
Irish trade, The Irish Cattle Traders’ 
and Stock Owners” Association also pro- 
tests strongly against these high charges. 
The early reduction of freight charges on 
the railways is a sine qua non of Irish 
prosperity. If it is really impossible 
under the present system, some other 
system, which will get rid of superftuous 
directorates and staffs, must be devised. 


The Naval Treaty. 


The preamble to the Naval Treaty be- 
tween America, the British Empire, 
France, Italy, and Japan has just been 
issued. It contains some very interesting 
information, As soon as the Treaty be- 
comes effective the United States must 
scrap thirty-one vessels, while Britain’s 
and Japan's contributions to the scrap- 
heap will be twenty-two and eighteen re- 
spectively... On the assumption thaf the 
Treaty will pass into law this year, these 
ships will be destroyed almost at once. 
Then nothing will happen for three years, 
after ‘which Britain will sacrifice four 
more ships in .1925, and a further number 
in 1934. Japan, after her first scrapping, 
will retain al] her ships for twelve years.

Roads and Tourists. 

In an interesting article in the current 
issue of The Motor, Sir James Percy dis- 
‘cusses the future of Ireland from the 
motorist’s point of view: The country is 
looking forward to a great influx of 
British and other tourists during the 
coming summer, and, bandits permitting, 
many of them will bring theit motor cars. 
There is no doubt that Ireland has some 
of the most delightful scenery in Europe, 
and that many of her most beautiful spots 
are terra incognita to the average in- 
habitant of the sister island. In the past 
had hotels and impossible railway services 
have been largely to blame for the 
tourist's neglect of Ireland; but now, as 
Sir James Percy Bays, Ireland can boast 
some of the best hotels in the Kingdom, 
‘and the possession of a motor car solves 
the railway problem. The roads, how- 
ever, constitute a serious obstacle, and 
early steps should be token to improve 
them. Sir James Percy is an optimist in 
this respect, and believes that in a very 
short time all traces of the trenches, which 
were dug to impede the military will have 
disappeared. Nevertheless, it is useless to 
deny that the Irish roads, in general, are 
in a sorry condition, especially in the 


West. 


A Soviet at Sea. 


The French steamer, Amazone, sailed 
recently from Marseilles with some 500 
passengers for the Far East. Apparently, 
the chief steward’s dignity was hurt by 
the refusal of a passenger to leave the 
smoke-room when closing time arrived. 
The man, appealed to a delegate of the 
Steward’s Union, who was on board, — 
a pretty rumpus ensued. The del 
threatened not to allow-the offend = 
passenger to be served with any 
meals.

Exposition of the Host was ordered in 
Westminster Cathedral this morning by 
Cardinal Bourne, and prayer was offered 
unceasingly throughout the day on behalf 
of the Pope. Large numbers of people 
visited the Cathedral for prayer. The 
illness of His Holiness is regarded with 
grave anxiety, though he is not really an 
old man. At the same time, his life of 
confinement in the Vatican does not neces- 
sarily tend to good health. 

To the detached observer the present; 
political situation is full of humour. The 
Prime. Minister seems to me to be in 
somewhat the same predicament as the 
boatman who had to conyey across a river 
a fox, a goose, and a cabbage, and whose 
boat, unfortunately, would hold only two 
besides himself. Left by themselves, the 
fox would eat the goose, or the goose the 
cabbage. Mr. Lloyd Geor wants to keep 
the Unionist Party with him, because 
otherwise he would have no majority, but 
he also wants to retain the name of 
Liberal—the most attractive political 
label ever invented. He also wants to pre- 
serve his freedom of action, which will dis- 
appear if either Unionists or Liberals get 
the upper hand in the Coalition. It is a 
very pretty problem, but I believe tha‘ 
he will find a solution which will, at any 
rate, tide him over a general] election, 

If I might make a suggestion to the two 
sections of the Coalition, it would be 
that. they should find a new title to com- 
prehend them both. Recent events have 
made “ Unionist ” an absurdity. ‘Con- 
servative ” is too suggestive of stagna- 
tion; “Tory’’ would be better, because, 
meaning nothing, it can be made to mean 
anything—witness Lord Randolph Chur- 
chill’s “ Tory democracy.’’ But the name, 
probably, has too many reactionary asso- 
ciations to make it generally acceptable. 


A NEW NAME, 


Why not “Constitutional’’? The 
Unionists would make no objection, for 
nearly all their! associations, and a roast 
many of their clubs, are already labelled 
“ Constitutional,’ and I do not think tha: 
the Coalition Liberals would much mind 
adopting a name which would help to 
distinguish them from the “ Wee Frees.”’ 
Besides, if they still want, as no doub 
they do, to retain their Liberal “Ac 
tion, they could call themselves “ Libera! 
Constitntionalists,’’ just as in a previous 
era those who parted with Mr. Glad- 
stone over Home Rule called themselves 
Liberal Unionists. When Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain was first elected to Parlia- 
ment thirty years ago he described him- 
self as a Liberal Unionist, and he re- 
tained the designation as late as the 
general election of December, 1910. 

The Prime Minister, at the meeting of 
the National Liberal Conference  to- 
morrow, intemds to speak: for an hour, 
and to-day he was busy preparing his 
speech. It is anticipated that he will 
make a great feature of a re-affirmation 
of Liberalism, and will emphatically de- 
clare that the necessity for a Coalition 
Government has not yet passed away. 

The speech delivered by Mr. Chamber- 
lain yesterday has done much to clear 
the political air, and even the extremists 
have toned down today. The great 
majority of the Unionist Party seem to 
be opposed to any idea of splitting” the 
Coalition, and resent the effort made in 
certain quarters to bring such a split into 
being. At the Unionist clubs last night 
all the talk centred round the reform of 
the House of Lords, but even there many 
opinions were expressed that the time is 
not ripe for any further change. Many 
Unionists agreed that it is useless going 
to the country with such a cry, particu- 
larly as the Labour Party is raising 
already the slogan of “Peers versus 
people. ”’ 


SIR JAMES CRAIG. ; 


Sir J. Craig, who arrived in London this 
morning, had as travelling companions 
Sir Henry and Lady Wilson. Sir James 
has made no secret of the fact that he 
has not come to London on private business, 
but on matters concerned with Northern 
Ireland. During the day he saw a 
Churchill, and it is probable that he wil 
attend ‘meetings of Mr. Churchill’s Con 
mittee on Ireland. The great question of 
interest to Sir J. Craig and his Parlia- 
ment at the present time is that relating 
to the boanda aries beween the two parts 
of Ireland. This question is likely to 
prove a thorny one, and it will need most 
careful discrimination on both sides if 
trouble is to be avoided: 

The Writer. of “A Londoner’s Diary * 
in the Evening Standard says that he has 
just been talking to a well-known M:P., 
who has just coneluded a three weeks: 
tour in Southern Ireland. He went quit 
unknown, and mixed with the people in afl 
parts of the country.

The need of strong measures by the 
Provisional Govegnment to restore law 
and order becomes more urgent every day ;

HUNT ABANDONED. 


ARMED MEN MAKE ATTACK 


ON OFFICERS. 

An extraordinary scene occurred at the 
meeting of the Tipperary Foxhounds yes- 
terday, when some officers stationed at 
Cahir, who were attending the hunt, wore 
“held up” and apparently had a narrow 
escape from serious injury. 

The circumstances, as ascertained by an 
Irish Times representative, appear to be 
these: —The meet of the hunt was fixed: 
for a point near the village of New Inn. 
There was a very big attendance of hunt- 
ing people, and not a few came in motor 
cars and other vehicles. ei, 

Some half-dozen officers of the garrison 
stationed at Cahir were present. At a 
certain. point two of these officers were 
stopped by a number of armed men, who 
ordered them to dismount. This the officers 
refused to do, whereupon, it is stated, 
some shots were fired. 

Fortunately, no one was injured, but 


an officer's horse received a nasty bullet 
wound. 

The men disappeared and the officers 
left the hunt and rode to Cashel, a few 
miles off, whence they communicated with 
their headquarters at Cahir, 

A strong mounted escort of thirty or 
forty men at once went to Cashel, and 
brought the officers back without further 
incident, 

Our Clonmel Correspondent says that 
during the ‘‘ hold up” one of the officers 
tried to use his revolver, but it did not 
act. The hunt was abandoned. 

At the same meet a motor car belonging 
to Mr. Denny, a. local gentleman, was 
taken away by unauthorised persons and 
has not since been seen. 

Another incident is reported from the 
same district. On Thursday afternoon twe 
policemen, who were cycling from Cahir 
to New Inn, were “held up” when a 
couple ‘of miles out and their bicycles 
were taken from them. 

It is further reported that about half-a- 
dozen motor cars have been ‘ com- 
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mandeered ” in Clonmel and district, 

Some days ago armeó men took posses- 
sion of the County Surveyor’s office in the 
Courthonse,.Clonmel, and went to the resi- 
dence of Mr. Duggan, Acting County Sur- 
veyor, and compelled him to give up his 
oflice keys. Mr. P. Meade, of Dublin, had 
been appointed County Surveyor, and when 
he was arrested and sentenced for drilling 
in Co. Dublin, Mr. Duggan was appointed 
to “carry on” in his place. Mr. Meade 
was relehsed some time ago.

FARMER'S FIGHT FOR HIS 
LIFE. 


A tragic affair took place at Gortrush, 
near Dundrum, Co. Tipperary, yesterday 
morning, when John Barrer, a farmer, was 
shot dead at his own door. 

The murdered man who was about 60 
years of age, was a bachelor. He lived 
with his brother Edward and a widowed 
sister, Mrs. Beatty. : 

Edward gave our Tipperary Corre- 
spondent a graphic description of the 
murder. He said that at about 2.30 yes- 
terday morning he and his brother were 
awakened by some person knocking at their 
bedroom window. John dressed and ‘went 
to the front door, where he saw a number 
of men. When he asked what they wanted 
the leader of the gang said, ‘ Money.”’ 

Returning to the bedroom, he got half-a- 
crown and some coppers in the hope that 
the gang would be satisfied with a small 
sum and that they would commit no 
damage. ; 

Edward, who had dressed hurriedly, was 
standing in the bedroom, when he heard a 
shot. Rushing to the front door, he saw 
his brother and another man in grips. A 
desperate struggle ensued, but finally the 
robber, who was younger and stronger than 
his opponent, broke away. A moment later 
another shot was fired, and Edward saw 


men running away. He pursued them for. 


a short distance, and then returned to the 
spot where John had fallen. 3 

By this time Mrs. Beatty had appeared 
on the scene, and she and Edward carried 
their brother into the house. They found 
that John had been shot through the fore- 
head and that he was dead. | 

Some neighbours who had been alarmed 
by the shots hurried to Gortrush and re- 
mained with the bereaved couple until 
daylight. 

At the spot where Mr. Batrer was shot 
an empty rifle cartridge was found. A few 
yards away two other cartridges were 
found. 

Our Correspondent adds that the Barrer 
family, who ate Protestants, are greatly 
esteemed in the district, and the murder 
has been condemned by all classes, with- 
out distinction of creed or politics. 

Robbery, it is believed, was the motive 
of the murderers. It was known that 
Edward Barrer had been at Cappawhite 
fair on the previous day and that he had 
taken home a considerable sum of money.

Sir James Craig, Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland, arrived at Euston, London, shortly 
before 9.30 yesterday morning, accompanied by 
Colonel Spender, Secretary cf the Northern 
Cabinet. 

Sir James had as travelling companions from 
‘Belfast Field-Marshal Sir Henry Wilson and 


‘London and North-Western Terminus. 

Asked by a Press representative concerning 
a report that he had come to London for 
purely private affairs, Sir James replied: “ The 
exact reverse is the case. I have come for 
business, and for business alone.” 

In reply to an inquiry as to whether he was 
seeing Mr. Churchill’s Committee, and, if so, 
when, Sir James said that he expected to see 
Mr. Churchill almost immediately, and until he 
had seen him he could not say whether or not 
he would be meeting the whole Committee, but 
in all probability he would, and not only that 
Committee, but everybody else prominently 
concerned with the settlement of Irish ‘affairs. 

Naturally, the boundary question was one of 
the most important that concerning him 
at the moment; but there were, he said, also 
97 of the railways and a host of other 
things that requirea attention, which he hoped 
to discuss with Ministers and others concerned. 


MR. COLLINS GOES TO LONDON. 


Mr. Michael Collins, head of the Provisional 
Government, left Kingstown last night by the 
mail boat, Cambria for London. - He was 
accompanied by Mr. Kevin O’Shiel, Assistant 
Secretary to the Government.

Mr. William P: Cairnes, Governor, at the 
half-yearly meeting of the Court of Proprietors 
‘of the Bank of Ireland yesterday made an im- 
portant. reference to the Irish Free State.

“Among the many se>’ . problems which 
have to be solved, there ave two of special in- 
terest to us as bankers, namely, currency and 
finance. They are matters on which our ex- 
perience and knowledge shouki be of some 
value, and speaking on behalf of this Bank 
I wish it to be ° wn that any in- 
formation, advice, or assistance in our 
power will most willingly and gladly be given 
when asked for. I am confident that in express 
ing this view I do not speak for the Bank of Ire- 
land alone, but voice the unanimous opinion of 
the Irish banks. 

“ May I utter one truism that seems io have 
been forgotten of late, but appears to me to be 
of much importance and specially applicable to 
our country, and remind those who are forming 
our Government, that the first and paramount 
duty of a Government is to govern.”’

RELATIVES SUMMONED.

The latest messages from Rome state 
that the Pope’s condition is very grave. 
His Holiness’s relatives are at. the bedside, 
and the last rites of the Church have been 
administered. . 

His Holiness retains perfect lucidity of 
mind, and is able to speak; but the 
doctors have forbidden all convers#tion. 
He handed his will to Cardinal G rri 


at half-past nine last night. 

It was announced. on Wednesday that 
the. Pope had developed bronchial catarrh, 
with influenza symptoms, and was obliged 
to keep to his bed. Thursday's bulletins 
were reassuring, and stated that the illness 
was following a narmal course. 

Early on Friday morning His Holiness 
developed pneumonia. The leading 
physicians of. Rome were summoned in 
consultation, and urgent telegrams were 
sent to the Pope's relatives. The Viaticum 
was carried into His Holiness’s apartment 
in imposing procession later in the day. 

The Sacrament is exposed in all the 
churches of Rome, which were_thronged 
all day yesterday. 

A message despatched from Rome at 
11.35 p.m. stated that the patient's con- 
dition was unch.rged He found difficulty 
in breathing, and was in consequence dis- 
tressed.

LEADING DOCTORS CALLED. 
ROME, Friday. 

The sudden and unexpected news this morn- 
ing of a change for the worse in the Pope's 
condition caused a tremendous sensation among 
all claeses. The Holy Father's condition is most 
grave, and even precarious, but the pneumonia 
appears to be taking its ordinary course, and. 
the doctors state that the region affected is not 
very extensive, and that the trouble is not 
spreading. 

Hopes are, therefore, " g entertained that the 
patient. may pull through, especially as the pre- 
sent outbreak of influenza in Rome has not so 
far been very fatal, a large proportion of the 
elderly people attacked having recovered, even 
when pneumonia has supervened. 

The Pope's calmness and serenity of disposi- 
tion is an important point in his favour. He

THRILLING RESCUE 
SCENES.

A disastrous fire oceurred at Glasgow yester- 
day, resulting in the destruction of a large area | 
of the North British Railway Company's Goods 
Station..in High street and Duke street, and 
the loss of five lives. The station was packed 
with merchandise, and in the basement was 
stored a huge quantity of whiskey. 

The conflagration broke out about noon in 
part of the large buildings, which cover nearly 
an acre of ground, and form one of the largest 
goods stores in the country. 

There was a small army of employés ón. the 
premises, and work was in full swing when an’ 
alarm was raised, and quickly huge tongues of 
flame belched forth. ' 

The Centra! Fire Station is only a few yards 


distant, and the brigade were promptly. onethe 


scene. Workpeople in other parts of the: 
stores were warned, and escapes were run up to 
the windows. 

There were some thrilling rescue scenes, An 
elderly man appeared at a top floor window, 
and, after breaking the glass, got his head fixed 
between the iron stanchions. The firemen had 
great difficulty in liberating him, and their 
efforts were watched with tense interest by the 
onlookers. He was hurried to the infirmary, 
where he died from the effects of suffocation. 

Meantime dense volumes of smoke. which 
were given off by burning merchandise, seriously 
handicapped the task of the firemen, After a 
time it became known that: several workpeople 
were, trapped in the building. Every effort was 
made to trace them, but, owing to the intense 
heat aud smoke, the firemen were compelled to 
withdraw from the interior of the building. 

Four men and iwo girls were rescued from the 
windows by the fire escape, and it was some 
time after the outbreak that three men and a 
girl were reported missing. Their bedies, which 
were untouched by fire, were discovered at the 
head of a narrow stairway on the third floor. 


‘Apparently they had suddenly been overcome 


by aimh and were unable to make known their 
peril. ' 

At the earliest opportunity the firemen made 
a complete tour of the building, and satisfied 
themselves that there were no other victims. 

A huge area of the roof fell in durimg the 
conflagration, and floor after floor gave way. 

At six o'clock last evening the fire was com- 
pletely in hand, although goods were still burn- 
ing freely. Owing to the risk of falling walls, 
the occupiers of hens and houses in the vicinity 
were warned out of thein premises. 

Estimates of the damage vary. While the 
firemaster stated thai it would amount to not 
less than a quarter of a milliop, certain railway 
authorities put the figure as high as a million. 

The canse of the outbreak is unknown. 

The victims are-Frederick McClean, an elderly 
police pensioner, who was. employed as store- 
man; bert H. Jackson, manager of Cerebos 
Salt Company, residing at Ravenswood Drive, 
Shawlands; A. Dick, Arden street; John Blair, 
Hospital street; and Margaret Gilchrist .Mc@al- 
lum (20), typist in the employment of Cerebos 
Company, oF Gilenar street, Oatlands. Blair 
is also believed to have been employed by the 
Cerebos Company, who had offices in the build- 
ing.

This week's political utterances seem to 
suggest that tlie Coalition cry at the next 
general election may be a call to the country 
to fight the alleged demon of Socialism. Both 
Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Churchill bave 
attempted to draw this hard red herring across 
the path of great national issues, but we do 
not think the sight of it will tickle the palate 
of even one solitary memvyer of the great 
army of unemployed. Economy, lower taxa- 
tion, and unemployment are the issues upper- 
most in the public mind.’ These are the 
issues of the moment, and it is upon them alone 
that the Government wil] be judged at the 
next poll. 

Germany has tackled the problem of debt by 
depreciating her currency and thus lightening 
the commodity burden of it. This country 
cannot follow Germany's unorthodox method of

by reducing expenditure to such a figure as 
will make posible a reduction in taxation.

NEXT WEEK’S GATHERING IN

More than 
fifteen countries will be represented by over 
100 delegates. 

Mr. de Valera and the Countess Markievicz 
will head the delegates from Ireland. The 
honorary president is the Duke of Tetwan. a 
picturesque personality. He is the last 
descendant of the Princes of “Tyrconnell,. a 
Spanish General, son of a former 
ter of Spain, and a direct descendant of the 
famous Hugh Roe O'Donnell, who was exiled

GENERAL MACREADY’S ORDER OF 
THE DAY. 

General Sir C. F. N. Macready, G.C.M.G., 
K.C.B., Commander-in-Chief, in a Special Order 
of the Day, pays a well-earned tribute to the 
departing troops. He says :— 

“The Government Raving decided that the 
time has arrived to commence withdrawing 
troops from Ireland, I wish to express to- every 
officer, W.O., N.C.O., and man, my deep ap- 
preciation of the services they have rendered 
during the time they have formed part of the 
Irish Command.

SCENES AT NORTH WALL, 

Nearly 1,600 troops and their baggage left 
the North Wall, Dublin, yesterday for various 
cross-Channel centres. 

Holyhead, Liverpool, and Glasgow were the 
porte to which the first large contmgents of 
outgoing troops were despatched. 

Three steamship companies. were concerned 
in the transit of the troope—the London and 
North-Western, the British and Irish, and the 
G. and J. Burns Lines to Holyhead, Liverpool, 
and Glasgow, respectively. 

Several trains, conveying military and equtp- 
ment, reached the London and North-Western 
Railway Station, North Wall, from\Tipperary 
and the Curragh during the da¥\ ana the 
fatigue parties, in their drill uniforms, made 
quite an interesting picture as they sat around 
the station awaiting orders. 

The Oxford and Bucks, from Tipperary, to 
the number of about 470, with their kits;>.em- 
barked‘ on the British and Insh steamer Lady 
Carlow, and are destined for Lichfield. 

Other boats belonging to the same company 
will sail with troops on Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday, and Friday next. 

By one ‘of the Burns Line steamers there 
travelled yesterday 422 officers and men of the 
Gordon Highlanders from Marvborough, while 
the London and North-Western Railway’s 
special boat, Rathmore, carried 560 officers and 
men of the Duke of Wellington's Regiment 
from fhe Curragh, with 100 tons of bagvece. 
By the ordinary mid-day boat to Holyhead 
went an advance party of 130 officers and men, 
with 26 horees and 17 military wagons. The 
destination of this battalion «* Tidmouth.

PERFECTLY CARRIED OUT. 


Captain William Bruen, M.C., Chief Em- 
barkation Officer, and his staff at the North 
Wall, were engaged “continuously from 5 o clock 
yesterday morning uti) last night in super- 
vising the arrival of troops by train, etc., and 
their departure by the various «teamers sair 
ing. 

Refreshments and feeding for men and 
Horses constituted a big undertaking, and two 
‘‘dépéts ” for this purpose were capably con 
ducted at the port yesterday. No bitch of any 
kind occurred m the working-out of the elabor- 
ate programme for fhe day, in which some 
thing like 2,000 troops had to be handled. 

Curious souvenirs of their.stay in Ireland 
taken away by outgoing troops from 
Dublim These ranged from “ war trophies ” 
of one kind and another to Ineh terrier pupa, 
kittens, etc. 

Considerable numbere of otherwise un- 
emploved men and women spent their time in 
watching -the embarkation and the departures 
of steamers. 

Some disiocation and delay of live stock and 
ordinary goods traffic to crossChannel porta 
was unavoidably entailed at the port yesterday, 
but this arrears will probably be cleared off 
to-day, when no hetvy outgoings of troops or 
military impedimenta are on the programme. 

Advance parties of several regiments have 
already gone to Shrewsbury, Bury St. 
Edmunds, Brecon, Bedford, Devizes, and 
Cardiff. from Newbridge, Sligo, and Dublin. . 

On Monday the London and North-Western 
Railway Company will carry a big detach 
ment of the King’s Uwn Yorkshire Light In- 
fantry to Holyhead for Plymouth, with 61 tons 
of baggage. 


DUBLIN GARRISON.

Last Satur- 
day I tried to give an idea of some of the most 
striking personalities among the young men who 
assumed the responsibilities of Government in 
our country. ln the meantime, others have 
leaped into prominence, and several who were 
forgotten last wees deserve attention, 


ALDERMAN COSGRAVE. | 


First of all there is the Provisional Govern- 
ment. They call it Ruligs Sealadach na 
‘ A#ireann, which is a pretty terrible name, but 
there it is. Kernaps the best known of iis 
members is Alderman 
Cosgrave, who now be- 
comes Liam MacCos- 
gair, and chef of dear 
knows how many Go- 
vernment Depar t- 
menus. He is tue per- 
son to whom Mr. 
Cathail Brugha re- 
ferred as the ''jocular 
gentieman from Kil- 
kenny,” and certainly 
his speech in favour of 
the -‘lreaty justahed 
the epithet. He spoke 
for the better part of 
an hour, and kept the 
House in tu of 
laughter most of the 
time. - He toid Mr. 
Brugha that he “was not worth a damn” 
for auybbiung but war, and poked a great deal 
of un at Mr. Erskine Chiiders. Nevertheless, 
he|seems to be ove of the few men in the Dail 
who has the slightest acquamtance with the 
rules of devate, and one can see him in time 
as; the Sin Fein counterpart of Mr. Swiit 
MacNeill, Alderman Cosgrave looke like a man 
who is a, desperave efiorts to preserve 
his gravity. S farmh hair stands up on 
end, rather in the style affected by Ger- 
man Government officials, and he has a 
very expressive face. He is not a young man, 
in comparison with the majority of his col- 
leagues, and looke almost staid in his bowler 
hat, of which, I think, he is the-only patron in 
the Dail. It takes a wise man to play the 
fool, we are told. As the young lady remarked 
in ihe American story, “‘ Enough said.” 


MR. O’ HIGGINS. 


Mr. O'Higgins, who is in charge of economic 
affairs, and at present is conferring with Mr. 
Winston Churcill in London, had a minor tra- 
gedy in his hfe. Apparently he was christoned 
Caounhghin, When you write this Kevin it is 
harmless enough. In fact, it is quite a nice 
name; but Caoimhghin is hardly fair, especi- 
ally as the gentleman in question happens to be 
the member of the Provisional Government who 
hae been entrusted with the Registry of Busi- 
ness Names! Apart from this handicap, for 
which Mr. O'Higgins can hardly be held respon- 
sible, the new Minister of Economics is a very 
pleasant person, He is an old Clongownian, son 
of a docior somewhere in the Midlands, and is 
about thirty years of age. In appearance he is 
tall, with a slight stoop, and has a very high 
forehead, which gives him almost a professorial 
look. Mr. O’Higgins did hot talk much at the 
Dail, but on one occasion, when somebody

Cabinet meetings as.an act of grace by Mr. de 
Valera, and With having taken advantage of 
this privilege to further the cause of the 
Treaty, he gave a very account of him- 
self. In his manner he is quiet and unobtrusive 
But he is a man of some ability. 
This brings me to Mr. O'Duffy. During the 
present week this young man has been ap- 
pointed as euccessor to Mr. Mulcahy in the office 
of Chief of Staff of the Irish Republican Army. 
Much has been heard of Mr. O’Duffy in recent 
months. He made a remarkable epeech at Ar- 
magh during the Lon negotiations, and his 
reference to using the lead against Ulster has re- 
ceived the widest pub- 
lheity. 1 was very 
much disappointed in 
Mr. O'Duffy. Havi 
read his Armag 
speech, I expected to 
see a reguar fire-eater 
oi a man—someone 
whom you would not 
be anxious to meet on 
a dark night, and all 
that sort of thing. 
But Mr. O’Duffy 1s 
not a bit like that. In 
the first place, he is 
very fair, and some- 
how fair men do not 
suit the part of the 
heavy villame He is 
faisly tail, slender and 
athletic looking. He might be a poet, 
an incame tax tor, or a teacher in 
g Sunday school. He looks like a good dancer, 
and has a pleasing voice. His epeech in the Dail 
was anything but the speech of a die-hard. 
He was one of the most active members of

to bring the conflicting parties together before 
the final division was taken, and, generally, 
his remarks and his attitude a good 
impression. In private life, I believe, 
Mr. O’Duffy is, or was, an assistant surveyor 
in County Monaghan. He is a native of 
Carrickmacross and has been a 
member of the Gaelic Athletic Association. for 
many years. His new job is not likely to be 
a sinecure. When the troops are withdrawn 
he will have the responsibility for the. lives 
and property of the whole population of 
Southern Ireland on his shoulders. 


MR. CHILDERS. 


Mr. Erskine Childers is not a member of 
the Provisional Government, but few members 
of the Dail have come into such prominence 
as this remarkable man. He was the most 
uncompromising opponent of the Treaty, and 
every nook and cranny .of his well filled mind 
were ransacked for arguments against it. He 
was a strangely imeongruous figure. An 
Englishman, he spoke with the refmed accent 
of the South, and hie words fell in weird con- 


colleagues. It was queer’ to listen to his 
smooth and well turned sentences protesting 
against this and that clause in the Treaty. 
e reminded me of a University professor 
analysing an Elizabethan play. He was cold, 
ispassionate, and unconvincing. His dry 
syllogisms were consumed in the fierce flames 
of Itic eloquence. Mr Childers is still a 
fairly young man, prematurely grey, who, like 
Mr. Brugha, walks with a elght limp. He 
has a querulous expression, and I have never 
seen him smile. When he speaks he raises his 
eyebrows in a deprecating manner, but he 
never raises his voice. What he does not 
know about constitutional law, apparently, 
is not worth knowing, but no mgn in Europe 
could be interesting on constitutional law. 
In America, of course, nothing 1s impossible, 
To try to hold the attention of an Irish au- 
dience on euch a subject was a hopeless task. 
Mr. Childers should have known better.

He told her that she wanted all the grasshoppers 
in Ireland to be exterminated, while she (or was 
it Madame Markievicz?) told him that he was 
an old woman, . Miss MacSwiney’s repartee was a 
bit teo much for Mr. MacCabe; but, like a wise 
man, he shifted back on t his own ground, and 
even without the aid of the Decalogue made 
mince-meat of the Opposition’s case. The mem- 
ber for Sligo is a man of parts. At one time he 
was a school teacher. Now, I believe,-he is gec- 
retary to a tobaceo company, and edits-a year 
book in his spare time. He is a native of the 
famous town of Ballymote. 

Mr. Sean MacEntee is as different from Mr. 
MacCabe as chalk is from cheese. I am sure 
that he was intended to be an oreratic tenor. 
He is a small man, with the face of an actor, 
and a mass of curly hair. He speaks, or rather. 
declaims, in the most approved dramatic man- 
ner, and is a terrible etickler for “principle.” 
His voice is very powerful, although it can- 
& compare with the great an of Mr. 

lrog, and there is no doubt that he is a 

effective speaker. Unfortunately, he 
had no arguments to offer, and based his 
appeal against the ratification of the Treaty 
on purely sentimental grounds.

Many 
people of the nt day remember in more’ 
recent years the brilliant and gorgeous func- 
tions and outdoor displays which brought 
fashion\yand beauty together, and which were 
always a most attractive feature in thé social 
life of the country. 

Is all this now. to be changed through 
the transfer of the Castle imto “ithe 
hands of the Irish nation '’? Hopes are still 
entertained that the State Apartments—the 
centre of many brilliant gatherings in the past— 
will still be retained by the Governor-General, 
who will he nominally at the head of the new 
Irish Free State. 

But to turn to the past associatione of Dub- 
lin Caeile. They are eo many and numerous 
that one could fill a page without in any way 
wearying the reader. The records pro- 
vide many interesting facts, but the “ His- 
torical Reminiseences of Dublin Castle,” by 
“F. E. R.,” which embrace the years 849 to 
1911, are remarkably goo. 

We are told that in 840 a fortress was built 
by the Norwegians on part of the site where 
Dublin Castle now stands. Nine years later a 
tribe of Danes, arriving in Dublin, made a 
great slaughter of the ‘Norwegian setilers, 
and plundered the Castle, both people and pro- 

rty. In 942 Dublin was again sacked by the 
irish, commanded by Conalach, heir-apparent 
to the sovereignty of Erin Bran, King of 
Leinster. In 1166 there was much ado, the cul- 
mination of which was that the then Governor, 
Aekulf MacTurkill, was brought captive to the 
Castle of Dublin, where he was beheaded by 
the order of Miles de Corgan, his death ter- 
minating the Norse rule of Dublin, 


KING JOHN’S PLAN. 


In 1205 Meiller FitzHenri, Justiciary of Ireland, 
i was commanded by King John “to erect a 
castle af Dublin in euch place as you shall judge 
most expedient, as well as to curb the city as 
to defend it, if occasion shal! require, and that 
you can make it as strong as you can, with, 
foskes and strong walls. But you are 
just to finish one tower; that afterwards a 
castle, palace, and other works, that require 
greater leisure, may be more conveniently 
raised, for which you have our authority ac- 
cording to our desire,”’ 

The Castle was completed in 1213, when 
Archbishop Henri de Loundres held the office 
of Justiciary. It was approached by a draw- 
bridge placed between two strong gateway 
towers.

diately rebuilt, but was far inferior in strength

In 1351 Sir Anthony Luey, the Viceroy, ar- 
rested and imprisoned in the Castle Sir Wil- 
liam de Bermingham and his son Walter. Sir 
William was hanged for treason, and his son 
was liberated because he was in Holy Orders. 
In 1412 King Henry made a grant of a ceptain 
waste land beside the Castle, called the Castle 
Ditch, extending to a certain place called the 
Sheep’s lane, on the north - side of Castle 
street; and in 1436 the King granted John 
Conyngham a garden lying on the south of the 
Castle. 

In 1478 we find that Keating, the celebrated 
Prior of Kilmainham, destroyed the drawbridge 
at the Castle, and with his warders and nien- 
at-arms—he was then Constable of the Castle— 
successfully held the fortress against Lord Grey, 
of Uodnor, who had brought over a guard of 
English arche ith the object of forcibly secur- 
ing govergment. Eight vears later Keating was 
ejected from the office of Constable, also losing 
his office as Prior of Kilmainham, and it is 
said that he ended his hfe, which was one of 
faction and contention in abject poverty. 


ELIZABETHAN PERIOD. 


We next come to everits dealing with the 
governorship of ‘Thomas Fitzgerald, Lord Offaly, 
sen of the Earl of Kildare, and then we observe 
that Sir Henry Sydney, - Viceroy in Queea 
Elizabeth's reign, by the Queen’s order ,com- 
mitted the Earl of Desmond to the Castle prison 
for warring upon the Earl of Ormond. This 
was in 1537. Sir Edmund Butler, who was im- 
prisoned with his two brothers, made a remark- 
able escape by the help of a small repe. In 
1560 a clock was set up at the Castle. A few 
years later the Earl of Clanricarde was a

Tt was during Sir John THEAT Viceroyalty 
(1585-89) that Hugh O’Donnell made his escape, 
with two others, from the Castle, after a three 
years’ confinement, but was subsequently re- 
captured. Twelve months later he again 
escaped, and died some years later at Simancas, 
two leagues from the Court of Spain. . | 

Oliver Cromwell,~when in Dublin, resided at 
the Castle, and in 1654 a younger son of his was 
born there. While the Duke of Ormond was 
Lord Lieutenant a seizure of the Castle was 
contemplated by Colonel Blood and other dis 
banded officers of the Cromwellian Army, but 
the plot was discovered, and the chief conepira- 
tors arrested, excepting Blood, who was after- 
wards pardoned by the King. In 1671 and 
1674 portions of the Castle were destroyed by 
fire, and at the same time there was much 
correspondence going on as to the bad condition 
of the building, and as to its being (in: Lord 
Clarendon’s* words) “the worst and most iIncon- 
venient lodging in the world.” 

In 1689 the Courts of Law, which had been 
mostly held in the Castle, were. removed to 
Christ Church lance. It was instituted in the 
time of Lord Townshend (1767) that the Vice- 
roy was to reside for the most part of the year 
in Dublin. \It was during Lord Hardwicke’s 
vovernment a seizure of the Castle was con- 
templated by Robert Emmet. On the way the 
rebels stopped the carriage of Lord Kilwarden, 
Ierd Chief Justice, and killed | him.

m this period on more peaceful times pre 
vailed at Dublin Castle, which had in the pro- 
cess of time become more «- modernised in 
character. Royalty has favoured the Castle with 
ite presence at Levées and other functions on a 
magnificent scale have been held within its 
walls. Queen Victoria, King Edward VII., and 
King George V. have ali been there, and ‘the 
gatherings in the State apartments are still 
memorable. It was in 1911, when King George 
and Queen Mary resided in Dubhn Castle on 
the occasion of their State visit, that the new 
diningroom, called St. George’s Hall, wae first 
used.

STATE APARTMENTS. 


There ia no necessity to go into detail regard- 
ing the State apartments or the other parte «f 
the extensive buildings that form Dublin Castle. 
These were fully explained in last ‘Tuesday’s 
Trish Times. The Castle was almost rebuilt in 
the eighteenth century, and is now divided into 
two Courts, Upper and Lower. The State apart- 
ments, where. the Lord Lieutenant used to re- 
side, are in the Upper Court, also the residences 
of the Household, several Government offices, 
and the office of Ulster.King of Arms, or 
Herald's office. : 

The entrance to the State apartments is very 
imposing. Ulpstarra one comes to the “ Bettie 
Axe Hall,” and then theré is St. Patrick's Hall, 
where the Knight: of St. Patrick were invested, 
and also the ballroom. e portrait gallery, 
the Throne room, the small drawingroom, and 
the drawingroom proper are all richly furnished, 
the paintings in some of the apartments being 
of great value, and many of great antiquity. 

In the Lower Yard, but a continuation of the 
State apartments, is the Chapel Roval, which 
was completed in 1814, when the Duke of Rich- 
mand was Viceroy. It is a beautiful building. 
The entrance, which is near the Record or Ward- 
robe Tower, conducts into a small ante-hall of 
most exquisite workmanship, and from thence 
into the bedy of the chapel. The eastern win- 
dow, ornamented with stained glass, represents 
Christ in the presence of, Pilate. The interior 


is beautiful in every respect, and is well worthy 


a visit. 

Opposite the Chapel Royal are offices for the 
Reval Irish Constabulary administrative offi- 
cials, and also for the Treasury, and beyond the 
Chapel are the head offices of the D.M.P. The 
Chief Seocretary’s offices were approached 
through the archway leading to the Upper 
Yard, and bv walking ng a corridor one 
reached the Privy Council Chamtine. a fairly 
large apartment, where the “surrender,” as 
the Provisional Government termed it, of the 
Castle took place on Monday. 


VICEREGAL LODGE. 


The Viceregal Lodge, situdted in the Phenix 
Park, which has been the residence of the Lord 
Lieutenant for centuries, lies a little over two 
miles from Dublin Castle. The Lodge, which 
is. situated within its own grounds, was pur- 
chased by the Government from Mr. Clements, 
a member of the Earl of Leitrim’s family, by 
whom. it was built. 

In 1802 the Viceroy, Lord Hardwicke, caused 
it to be atlv improved by having two wings 
added. Since then various improvements have 
been made, so that the building at the pregent 
time is both modern and commodious. The 
principal rooms are large and well lighted, and 
many brilliant gatherings have also taken place 
here. During Lord French's Viceroyalty there 
were several investitures, when decorations won 
in the war ani for services rendered in connec- 
tion therewith were conferred. 

The Lodge gardéns are beautiful and exten- 
sive. In one of them is a memorial stone,

|THOUGHTS AND THEORIES. 
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What is Intelligence —The Pitcher 
Plant— Book Borrowers. 


(BY Cc. 


HERE are a great many phenomena that 
have never been adequately defined, | 
and one of them is inteiligence. When | 
we say that So-and-So is an in- | 
telligent felow we generally mean 

that he agrees with. us in matters of | 
opimon or taste, and when we speak of a 
thing as being “ obvious to the most ordinary 
intelligence ” we usually refer to some un- 
assailable misconception to which we cling as 
the result of mental] processes with which in- 
telligence has positively nothing to do A 
scientifically accurate definition of intelligence 
would probably occupy several pages of octavo, 
and would then be meaningless to everybody 
but the man who compiled it—at least until 
he had explained what he meant. The lay- 
man, of course, has not the remotest concep- 
tion of what intelligence is; but he recognises 
itis manifestations and is able to discriminate 
betwéen them, and so has no difficulty in con- 
fusing them with intelligence itself. So his 
approximations and rule-of-thumb definitions 
clearly prove. 

_ Intelligence, one philosopher has explained, 
is knowing which foot to step off with first, 
without being told. It has been defined as a 
rescpge, Pars doing the right thing at the right 
time ; ind-sight and fore-sight in equal pre- 
portions; high-speed cerebration; the ability to 
distinguish impressions from emotions, etc. 
None of these or similar definitions is compre- 
hensive, and few of them are even accurate. 
The first is a definition of instinct which is a 
sort of larval atage of intelligence. But it is 
& definition of what is popularly understood by 
instinct, and not of any attribute of the human 
organism that actually exists. As a matter of 
} fact, if a man who did not see the notice and 
had not given the matter a thought, got off the 
escalator for the first time with the proper foot 
first it would be an accident. Instinct, in a 
word, is not in itself a cerébral phenomenon, 
but a convenient name for the manifestation of 


subcon- 


other cerebral phenomena-;tropisms, 
scious memory and so forth, 


The Swallow’s Return. 


Thus it is generally assumed that it is 
instinct that enables a swallow fo return year 
after year to the same barn, and en gue ly) 
to the same winter quarters in Africa. Actu- 
ally it is nothing of the kind. The ewallow has 
a magnificent vision and a good memory, and 
requires nothing more to find its way Letween 
two points. If the barn in which the swallow 
has Ma accustomed to nest should be moved 
bodily a dozen miles north of the spot where 
it previously stood, the odds are that the 
swallow would never find it again. Certainly 
the swallow would not look for the barn in 
the sense in which we speak of looking; for 
that would be a conscioug act and birds are 
not conscious of what they are doing. When 4 
fledgling bird leaves the nest and moves about 
in the trees and bushes its parents locate it by 
the unceasing equawks that it emits. If the 
approach of an enemy or some warning note in 
the parent’s voice reduces the fledgimg to 
silence, the parents, unless they happen to have 
seen it already, must wait until it recommences 
bawling before they can find it. There is no 
such thing as hunting in the bushes for it. 
Young plovers and certain other birds have the 

wer of rendering themselves virtually invisible 
y crouching motionless among the stones which 
their protective colouring resembles. In such a 
case they are as invisible to the parent bird, as 
to the passer by. The mother bird often will 
scuttle off leaving one of her brood behind. ii 
is his business to find her, not hers to find him. 

A capacity for doing the right thing at the 
right time may be a manifestation 0 intelli- 
rence, though many intelligent persons seldom 
o it, and many persons do it who are by no 
means intelligent. For that matter, a clock 
does it, once it is wound up. A flunkey whose 
sole business it ia to swing open a glass door 
when people approach may do the right thing 
at the right time from morning till 
night, and yet be an incorrigible dolt. 
On the other hand, to buy, let us say, Mexican 
Eagles at the right time seems to involve a 
greas deal of intelligence. Actually, it involyes 
only the use of knowledge at the right time. 
How does this differ from the mental process 
of the flunkey? The latter opens the door be- 
cause he has acquired the knowledge (from 
ocular evidence) that somebody is approaching 
who wisbes to enter. The difference is simply 
in the amount and variety of knowledge and 
the complexity of the processes involved in the 
business of keeping the particular pieces of 
knowledge required, so that they respond 
readily to the stintulus of the occasion at 
is not a matter of conscious action on the part 
of the thinker. “It is a matter of the quality 
of his brain cells and the training to which 
they have been subjected. 


Knowledge and Emotion. 


But knowledge is not the same thing as in- 
telligence any more than a pile of bricks is a 
house. A man may have at his command 
every one of a number of facts which might be 
ealculated to unite in stimulating a course of 
action, and yet he may not take the action. He 
may be preoccupied with other and more en- 
grossing facts. e may simply be suffering from 
mental inertia. These do not necessarily in- 
volve an absence of intelligence. If there had 
been electric trams in Socrates's time, he 
would undoubtedly have been rua over by one. 
It would have been foolish, but Socrates was 
no fool. So we must approve the time- 
honoured varadox that only the wise can 
really be foolish. College professors who go to 
bed in their hats, and try +o leave themselves 
in the cloak rooms of metropolitan termini, to 
he called for by their wives, are merely suffer- 
ing from a partial aphasia. They are automa- 
tically pursuing a course of action after the co- 
ordinated facts or the emotions that stimulated 
it have faded from the mental screen. 

Emotions stimulate action as well as know- 
ledge—sometimes in spite of knowledge, gene- 
rally in conjunction with it, and often quite in- 
dependently of it.

seas Of hears him. In seventy cases out of 
a hundred when we do something stupid it is 
because we have allowed emotion to blind us to 
the facts. In the other thirty cases what we 
thought were facts were nothing of the kind; 
then we were not stupid, but merely misin- 
formed. What, then, of the man who knows 
the facts, but nevertheless takes a course of 
action other than that to which the facts 
point answer is that (if we leave emotion 
out of the question) such cases do not and can- 
not occur. If a man has the facts before him 
there ie no question of misconstruing them. 
The stimulus to action is too mechanical to go 
wong. 

There are, of course, hundreds of facts bear- 
ing upon the most trivial course of actién; but 
the brain has an immense capacity for sifting 
them without conscious effort—so much so that 
the decision often seems more mechanical than 
anything .-else. we talk of a 
man’s having the facts before him, 
and not being able to come to any deci- 
sion but one, we refer to elementary facts, If 
I know that my train goes at eight-thirty and 
I have half an hours walk to the station, I 
will not arrange to leave the house at a quarter 
past. But often men have to draw conclusions 
from facts, the course of action being stimu- 
lated by the conclusions; and often they draw 
the wrong conclusions. That is simply a round 
about way of saying that they never really 
bad the facts before them. The man who rea- 
sons forward to a wrong conclusion is. in the 
came boat as the man who is misinformed by

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This change, this constant flowing of move 
ment and matter from one form to the nert, 
is intelligence, and differs from human intelli- 
gence only in the fact that the human organism 
is conscious of the processes which it is under- 
going. at many years ago there lived 
somewhere im the East Indes a family of plants 
that are known commonly as pitcher plants, or 
nepenthes, They lived suspended, for the most 
part, from the lower branches of tropical trees, 
and obtained nourishment by the ingenious 
method of lowering flowers shaped like sacks 
or jars, at the bottom of which was honey. 
For this flies and other imsects entered tho 
jar, which was often half-full of water as weil, 
but when they tried to get out they found 
that the immer surface of the jar was covered 
with stiff hairs, pointing downwards, and thas 
the upper edge over which they had slipped 
so easily, was armed on its lower side with 
formidable teeth like those of a comb. Now, 
it happened that one day an enterprising youn, 
pitcher plant discovered, to its horror, tha» 
the daily ration of insects was steadily diminish- 
ing. Looking anxiously about, he quickly dis- 
covered the cause. A handsome aroid, which 
had acquired the habit of emitting a strong 
odour resembling that of a putrefying carcase, 
and, therefore, highly attractive to flies of all 
descriptions, had settled at the foot of the tree, 
ih the upper part of which the nepenthes lived, 
ant devil a fly would desert the perfume mer- 
chant on the ground floor for the sweetshop 
up above.

But the nepenthes, being nothing if nós 
enterprising, lost no time in turning the situa- 
tion to his own advantage. Sliding nimbly 
down from the branch on which he was perched, 
he planted himself firmly in the ground along- 
side the aroid, and proceeded to sink his 

itchers into the mass of leaf mould and 
ecayed matter surrounding the tree, so that 
their rims were on a level with the surround- 
ing country. And now ho began to wax fat on 
a double portion of flies; for not only did he 
consume those that entered his pitchers be- 
cause they had a sweet tooth, but many others, 
including quite large and predatory creatures, 
which fell in while following their noses in 
the direction of the aroid, or hurrying about 
on their proper business of hunting or being 
hunted. All went well for .a while, and 
then one fine day a wandering in- 
sectivore—an elephant shrew, perhaps, or 
possibly just an ordinary mouse—happened 
along, and, finding several pitchers full of 
toothsome arthropods and ‘other poochis in 
various stages of decomposition, proceeded to 
swallow the lot. 

The next night he came again to the feast, 
and continued to do so until the poor nepen- 
thes began to look quite emaciated, and 
thought twice about climbing into the tree 
again. But he remembered the lean days that 
had been his portion up there, and being, as 
I have said, nothing if not enterprising, de- 
cided on more drastic methods, Now, stiff 
hairs pointing downwards and a comblike lip 
similarly directed had no terrors for the pre- 
daceous insectivore, who, when his repast was 
complete, simply sprang out of the pitcher to 
terra firma. So the wily -nepen.ues decided 
that, pleasant as it would be if some method 
could “be devised to capture (and subsequently 
devour) the marauder, it would be a great 
deal easier to keep him out. So he proceeded 
to grow, just under the lid of every pitcher, 
two stout and formidable spines about an inch 
long or more, and half an inch apart, and 
pointing across the mouth of the pitcher. And 
when the varmint came that night for his 
customary orgy he got well stabbed for his 
pains, and departed never to return. 

If you go to the Rotanic Gardens, you 
be able to see why. This ie the actual 
history of nepenthes bicalearata, and you will 
agree wilh me that the plant exhibited the 
highest degree of intelligence in adapting him- 
self to circumstences—much more, indeed, than 
the bulk of the human race exhibit. Except 
that the process took countless centuries, and 
wae spread over thousands of g¢gnerations of 
nepenthes instead of one, everything I have 
said happened exactly as relatefl. When it 
comes on to rain suddenly anc having no 
umbrella, you decide to call on that odious 
Mrs. O’Slattery as the only available means of 
getting in out of the wet, you are doing 
exactly what the nepenthes did—exhibiting in- 
telligence.
